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Stocks  of  leaf  tobacco  held  in  the  United  States  "by  dealers  and  man- 
ufacturers as  reported  on  April  1,  1929  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tobacco 
Stocks  and  Standards  Act  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  show  a  total  of  1,933,939,626  pounds,  com- 
pared with  1,755,407,668  pounds  on  January  1,  1929,  and  1,999,671,359  pounds 
on  April  1,  ly28  reported  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  report  shows  in  round  numbers  that  the  stocks  of  the  four  types 
of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  April  1,  1929  amounted  to  695  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  766  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1929  and  679  million  on  April  1, 

1928.  The  four  types  of  fire-cured  tobacco  totaled  192  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  157  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1929,  an  increase  of  35  million 
pounds  over  the  previous  quarter.   Stocks  on  April  1  a  year  ago  for  these 
types  totaled  242  million  pounds  according  to  Commerce  reports. 

Light  air-cured  tobacco  stocks,  including  Burley  and  Southern  Maryland, 
amounted  to  479  million  pounds,  compared  with  375  million  pounds  on  January  1, 

1929,  and  485  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1928. 

Stocks  of  the  dark  air-cured  types,  which  include  One-sucker,  Green 
River  and  Virginia  Sun-cured  amounted  to  81  million  pounds.   This  is  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  7  million  pounds  over  the  previous  quarter  and  approx- 
imately 15  million  pounds  less  than  was  held  a  year  ago  according  to  Commerce. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar  filler  types  which  include  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf , 
the  Gebhart,  Zimmer  and  Dutch  of  Ohio,  the  Georgia  and  Florida  Sungrown,  and 
Porto  Rican  Sungrown,  totaled  on  April  1,  1929,   196  million  pounds,  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  63  million  pounds  over  the  January  1,  1929  report  of 
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Commerce,  and  about  5  million  pounds  more  than  was  reported  April  1,  1328. 

The  Department's  figures  show  the  stocks  of  the  cigar  hinder  types  for 
April  1,  1929  to  he  177  million  pounds.   These  types  include  the  Connecticut 
Valley  Broadleaf  and  the  Havanna  Seed  varieties  of  the  Connecticut  Valley, 
New  York  and  Wisconsin.   Commerce  reported  for  these  types  130  million  pounds 
on  January  1,  1929  and  181  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1928. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar  wrapper  types  which  include  the  shade-grown  tobacco 
of  the  Connecticut  Valley,  Georgia  and  Florida,  totaled  12  million  pounds,  which 
is  about  2-|  million  pounds  less  than  was  reported  on  the  previous  quarter  to 
lommerce,  and  approximately  the  same  as  reported  a  year  ago  on  April  1. 

Foreign  grown  tobacco  was  reported  as  97  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1929, 
38  million  pounds  of  which  was  stored  in  bonded  warehouses  and  9  million  pounds 
vithdrawn  from  bond.   Commerce  figures  showed  a  total  of  103  million  pounds  on 
fanuary  1,  1929  and  111  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1928. 

Miscellaneous  Domestic  stocks  totaled  S  million  pounds  on  April  1,  1929. 
The  figures  for  Miscellaneous  Domestic  are  not  comparable  with  the  reports  of 
Commerce  as  several  minor  types  are  included  under  this  classification  by 
Agriculture  which  are  not  so  included  in  Commerce  reports. 

An  exact  comparison  can  not  be  made  throughout  the  report  with  the  re- 
ports formerly  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce  be- 
cause the  types  of  tobacco  are  classified  on  a  somewhat  different  basis.  The 
difference  in  type  basis  is  particularly  marked  in  cigar  leaf  tobacco. 
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
